General Min is Killed by a Girl in Pres- 


ence of His Family. 2 


Tragedy Takes Place at Railway Station—Two Shots 


Are Fired Into His Back and Three More Into His 


Body as It Sinks to the Ground — Madam Min Seizes | 


the Murderess.

T PETERSBURG, Aug. 26.—Gen. 

Min, commander of the Sminov- 

sky Guard Regiment, who sup- 
pressed the riots at Moscow last De- 
cember, was assassinated tonight. 
Saturday's unsuccessful attempt on 
the life of the Premier, with its sick- 
ening, useless slaughter of thirty-two 


persons, thus is followed by another 
revolutionary outrage. 


Gen. Min, since his promotion to be 
general, has been attached as a per- 


sonal adjutant to the suite of the Em- 


peror. He was killed on the station 
platform at Peterhof by a young wom- 
an, who fired five shots into his body 
from an au tic revolver. Then, 
without resistance, she submitted to 


! SEIZED BY MME. MIN. 

The capture of the girl was effected 
by Gen. Min's wife, who heid her 
until the arrival of an officer. 

This was the third successive at- 
tempt on Gen. Min, who was con- 
demned to death by the terrorists im- 
mediately after the Moscow revolt, 
last December, on account of stern 
repression practiced by a battalion un- 
der his command, and especially for 
the wholesale execution of persons 
condemned by drumhead court-martial 
for being caught with arms in their 


hands. 
THE CRIME. ; 

Gen. Min was returning from his 
summer residence at Peterhof and had 
just greeted his wife and daughter on 
the platform, when a young woman—- 
almost a girl—approached from be- 
hind and fired two shots into his back 
and then three more into his body as 


Mme. Min, Who threw herself upon the 
murderess and seized the hand which 
held the pistol. 

CAUTIONS "MME. MIN. 

The woman did not attempt to es- 
cape. but cautioned Mme. Min not to 
touch a handbag which she had placed 
on the platform before shooting Gen. 
Min, adding that it contained a bomb. 

To the police the girl acknowledged 
that she had done the deed, saying 
that she had executed the sentence of 
the fighting organization of the Social 
Revolutionists, but she refused to give 
her name. 

LONG UNDER DEATH WORD. 

The death sentence had long hung 
over the head of Gen. Min, owing to 
the disfavor into which he had fallen 
because of alleged harsh methods and 
cruelty. 

It was Gen. (then Col.) Min who 
commanded the Seminovsky Regiment 
when the people were shot down near 
the Technological Institute in St. 
Petersburg, October 31, and who, it 
was sald, wanted to set the buildings 
of the institute on fire and roast the 
students inside. 

Min was sent by the Emperor to 
suppress the disorders at Saratoff

Sakaraoff of December last, and when 
the trouble at that place was quelled 
was dispatched, at the end of Decem- 
ber; to Moscow, to assist in putting 
down the uprising there. 

ARMED FIGHTER CALLS. 

April 24 a member of the fighting 
organization of the revolutionists, dis- 
guised as an officer, who had called 
at Min's residence several times and 
requested to see him, excited the sus- 
picion of the attachés of the house- 
hold, and was arrested. It developed 
that he was a revolutionist, and was 
armed with a revolver and dagger. 

MIN GOT NOTICE. 

July 18, last, it was reported that 
some of the soldiers of the Seminov- 
sky Guard at Krasnoye-Selo had 
served notice on Gen. Min that they 
intended to kill him at the first op- 
portunity for forcing them to mur- 
der their fellow-citizeng in the Mos- 
cow revolt, and that Min, in fear of 
his life, had fied the camp. . 

MOUKANOFF STUNNED. 


M. Moukanoff, a member of the late 


Parliament, who. at the time of the 
explosion, was waiting to see Premier 
Stolypin concerning permission to hold 
a congress of the Constitutional Demo- 
cratic party, says: 

“I was sitting with some twenty 
other visitors, including several ladies, 
at a Jong table in the walting-room.

1 came face to face with M. Stolypin. 
He had complete mastery over him- 
self, and was perfectly calm. I urged 
him not to go back into the house, 
saying that there might be another 
bomb there, but he insisted on return- 
ing, saying there might be wounded 
persons in there. The Premier's face 
was besmattered with ink, thrown 
thére by the force of the explosion.” 

M. Stolypin is greatly grieved at the 
death of the old hall porter, who had 
served the Ministry of the Interior for 
forty years.

Negotiations for the formation of the 
combine have been in progress since 
the Russo-Japanese war, and were 
started by Russell Hawkins of New 
York, vice-president of the Diamond 
Match Company, who was sent to Ja- 
pan a year ago. 

Japan, for a number of years, has 
carefully nursed the match-making in- 
Gustry of that empire, and is an im- 


of portant factor in the distribution of the 


product throughout the Far East. The 
factories of the empire at first were in- 
creased in capacity #0 as to meet the 
entire consumption of Japan, and later 
were further enlarged, in order to com- 
pete with foreign manufacturers in 
China, Australia, part of Eastern In- 
dia and the Philippines. 

Eventually it gained control of the 
match trade in those countries, finally 
adding Manchuria, and holding them 
all as its particular territory. 

Japan is eager to acquire the latest 
machinery for making matches, and 
this has prompted a union with the 
American trust.

or around the many hills, ravines and 
rivers found along the route between 
the two oceans, It connects the ports 
of Coatzacoalcos, on the Gulf side, 
with Salina Cruz, on the Pacific Coast. 
From sea level the railroad rises to: 
the highest part of the divide, which 
is 730 feet above sea level. As a mat- 
ter of course, in climbing to and 
descending from so considerable an 
altitude, the road has heavy grades, 
which in places are as much as 160 
feet to the mile. The road, however, 
is said to be a well-built, down-to-date 
steel highway, with eighty-pound rails 
throughout its entire leggth, and with 
steel bridges and high-grade eq@tip- 
ment. Thus, the road is well calcu- 
lated to afford the service required of 
it at the minimum of expense and the 
maximum of efficiency.

There is no law that makes 
it a penalty to have in possession the 
meat of a young abalone and it is 
probable that the game law will be 
amended to make it a penalty to take 
the meat from a young shell.

LONDON, Aug. 11—Although he

in London. To their tales of woe he 
always listened with sympathetic in- 
terest, and at least they could always 
depend on getting from him the best 
of advice, if he could do nothing more 
for them. His geniality and unfailing 
urbanity made aim a great favorite 
with Journalists and correspondents 
who had recourse to the Embassy for 
news. But no man was more discreet 
where state secrets were concerned. 
He never “gave himself away.“ 

His speciaity was extradition mat- 
ters. He had the law in such cases 
at his finger tips and never required 
the services of a solicitor in their 

reparation. His memory of prece- 
ents, too, was the envy of the tish 
Foreign Office. Americans fleeing from 
justice frequently seek an asylum in 
England, and hence, armed with an 
warrant, Mr. Hodson 
had often to appear in the London Po- 
lice Courts on behalf of the Embassy 
The magistrates had acquired by ex- 
perience a most wholesome fr t 
for his knowledge of extradition law. 
With them it was generally “What 
Hodson says goes,“ though they didn’t 
put it that way. And when he had 
won his case, as he invariably did, 
his treatment of the fugitive was so 
unfailingly kind, that the latter never 
bore him any grudge for sending him 
back to America. Thrice he visited

ANIMALS THAT MURDER. 


Creatures of the Wild Who Slay and 
Rob With Cunning and Ingenuity. 
Crimes Premeditated. 


All the great groups of the animal 
ngdom, says a writer in the Phil- 
adelphia Press, include numerous 
forms, which are murderers by pro- 
fession, though, as their object is to 
obtain food, a jury would probably 
consider them as guilty of “justifiable 
animalicide“ only. 

Such are birds and beasts of prey— 
crocodiles, which drown their prey 
under water; snakes, which swallow 
their victims alive: lizards and frogs 
which slaughter insects, worms and 
other small creatures by the thousand; 
cuttiefishes, which use their sucker- 
studded tentacles to enfold other ani- 
mals in a deadly embrace; scorpions
